What Science Now Does 
to Lift Bane of Diptheria

ROGRESS in science each year, indeed each 


day, lessens the dread of certain diseases. 


This is true in the control of diphtheria. 


Not so many years ago every person suffering 


from diphtheria was sent to the pesthouse to remain 
during the run of the disease. 


If there was no pesthouse or quarantine, then 


the poor sufferer was kept at home. 
The health 


authorities placarded the house with red signs. 
The neighbors passed by on the other side of the 
street.

Diphtheria is a contagious as well as infectious disease. 
The infection begins in the throat, and ir. the early stage is not 


unlike 
follicular 
tonsilitis. 
The-- 


throat is Inflamed 
white patches on it. 
perature, 
earache, 


and there are 
There are tem- 
chills, 
aching 


limbs and a general feeling of sick- 
ness. 
In follicular tonsilitis there are 


these same patches on the throat. 
The distinguishing 
difference

tween the two diseases is that the 
white patches of tonsilitis are easily 
removed, while those of diphtheria 
are more difficult to remove and 
leave a bleeding surface. 
Diphtheria antitoxin has done a 


great deal in the prevention of this 
disease. 
With the advent of the "Schick 
test" even greater results have been 
accomplished. It is now possible by 
means of this test to determine 
whether or not a person is suscep- 
tible to diphtheria.

tion," as it is called, is positive then 
the diphtheria antitoxin is given.
